Retail sales growth in Plano jumped 
more than 30 percent last year, ac­ 
cording to sales tax rebate figures 
released by the State Comptroller’s 
Office. 
Plano collected a total of $642,831.% 
in sales tax rebates during 1976—the 
city’s one-percent portion of the five- 
percent sales tax collected within the 
city limits. Tins is 33 percent higher 
than the $482,364.08 paid out to Plano 
in 1975. the Comptroller’s figures 
show. 
In taxable retail sales, this means 
that Plano merchants sold close to $65 
million in taxable goods last year, as 
compared to the close to $50 million is 
taxable goods sold during 1975. 
Further computation indicates that 
total sales volume in Plano for 1976 
probably hit the $90 million mark, as 
compared to the $67 .5 million in goods 
sold during 1975. 
For Collin County, a total of $169 
million in goods were sold during last 
year, while $150 million in sales was 
recorded during 1975. This means that 
Plano has provided more than half of 
the retail sales in Collin County for the 
past two years, and the indications 
are that rate that rate will accelerate. 
Turning back to sales tax rebate 
statistics, 
Collin County 
towns 
gathered in a total of $1,210,482.13 for 
last 
year, 
as compared 
to the 
$997,010.18 paid into city treasuries 
during 1975. This represents a 21- 
percent growth factor for the county 
as a whole. 
The largest dollar 
gain was 
recorded by Plano for 1976, while the 
largest percentage honors went to the 
small community of Branch, with a 
whopping 317-percent jump. Branch 
rebates went from $137.65 in 1975 to 
$574.47 in 1976. 
All county towns showed an in­ 
crease in tax rebates, with the ex­ 
ception of Frisco which 
had a 
staggering 47-percent drop, while 
Prosper 
reported 
a 
19-percent 
decrease, Blue Ridge a five-percent 
pullback, and Josephine a modest 
four-percent fall. 
Rebates for other county towns, 


comparative 1976-1975 figures and 
percentages include Allen, $38,563.54, 
30-percent increase; Anna, $4446.73, 
$3697.09, 12-percent increase; Blue 
Ridge, $3021.92, $3172.91, five-percent 
decrease, and Celina, $11,503.79,

For the state, a 14-percent increase 
was noted for 1976 by the State 
Com ptroller’s Office, with Texas 
cities receiving a total of $302.9 
million in city sales tax rebates. 
During 1975, they received $264.5 
million. 
The City of Houston led the state in 
total rebates with a total of $62.6 
million in 1976, while the City of Dallas 
took in $35.3 million. The City of 
Sasche—whose northern city limits 
just inside Collin County near Plano’s 
eastern lim its—topped the state 
percentage list with collections up 444 
percent last year. 
The one-percent city sales tax is 
collected by merchants and other 
sales tax permit holders, along with 
the four-percent state sales tax, and is 
returned to the cities by the Comp­ 
troller’s Office on a monthly basis.

council while the other sections of the 
program will be revised as needed by 
the personnel director.

Collins Lauds Firm 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Texas 
Republican has congratulated Texaco 
for its aggressive exploration for 
natural gas, even though other 
congressmen have criticized the 
company for withholding that gas 
from the public. 
Texaco Vice President R.B. Palmer 
told a House subcommittee Wed­ 
nesday Texaco’s 1976 net income was 
$869.7 million and capital spending 
totaled $1.5 billion. 
“So you really doubled what you 
made, you’re so busy,” said Rep. Jim 
Collins, R-Tex. “I think you are to be 
congratulated on the aggressive way 
you are developing oil and gas.” 
Palmer testified, however, Texaco 
had huge reserves in its Lighthouse 
Point and Tiger Shoal fields in the 
Gulf of Mexico, testimony which 


brought complaints from the com­ 
mittee staff. 
“Tiger Shoal and Lighthouse Point 
contain over half a trillion cubic feet 
of known, 
proved reserves in 
currently non producing reservoirs,” 
said subcommittee invetigator John 
Galloway. “Production from these 
reservoirs should have been on line 
this winter (during the natural gas 
crisis.) 


“The failure to produce these 
reservoirs is directly attributable to 
Texaco's desire to maximize its 
profits.”

Palmer said most of Texaco’s 
natural gas was tied up in 20-year 
contracts with customers. He said any 
leftover gas was used in its Port 
Arthur, Tex., refinery 


Local Decontrol Sought 
TRC Asked To Rule 
On LSG Gas Rates 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Lone Star 
Gas Co. officials contend local rate 
regulation deprives the firm of 
necessary rate increases. Municipal 
officials say the local regulation in­ 
sures the gas company will provide 
the necessary quality of service. 
The Senate Natural Resources 
Committee 
Wednesday 
heard 
testimony on a bill to to abolish local 
regulation of natural gas rates and 
give the job to the Texas Railroad 
Commission. The committee voted to 
send the proposal to subcommitte for 
further study at the request of the 
sponsor, Sen. William T. Moore, D- 
Bryan. 
Dallas Mayor Pro Tem Achene 
Harrison said removing local control 
of natural gas rates would deny city 
councils needed leverage to force 


utility companies to upgrade the 
quality of service. 
“The Railroad Commission simply 
cannot respond to local problems as 
effectively as officials at the local 
level,” she said. 
Lubbock Mayor Roy Bass said 
moving control to the railroad com­ 
mission would deny local citizens a 
voice in the rates since many people 
cannot afford to come to Austin to 
participate in hearings. 
Officials from Houston and Midland 
also protested the proposal along with 


spokesmen for Pioneer Natural Gas 
Co. and Entex Inc. 
W. Douglas Weisbruch of Dallas, 
Lone S tar’s vice president and 
general counsel, said local political 
pressures have caused city councils to 
reject needed rate increases. 
“Faced with the high rates of in­ 
flation, the fierce competition for all 
forms of energy, and the accelerated 
capital requirements for all utilities, 
ratemaking has been complicated to 
such an extent and created such local 
pressures that the burden is just too 


heavy for our municipal regulators,” 
Weisbruch said. 
Weisbruch said 30 to 40 cities of the 
400 served by Lone Star have abused 
the regulatory process and denied 
justifiable 
increases 
or 
used 
technicalities and loopholes to delay 
raises. 


The result, Weisbruch said, is 
inequitable and allows residents of 
some cities served by Lone Star to pay 
only $1.26 per thousand cubic feet of 
gas while persons in other towns pay 
$2.83 per mcf. 


Weisbruch said his company is 
appealing rate rejections by Sher­ 
man, Irving, Arlington, and a number 
of other cities but complained it takes 
the railroad commission too long to 
act on appeals in individual cases.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - I would like to know how to rem ove 
ball point ink from vinyl chair covers. I have tried some 
sprays, but had no luck. I would appreciate some help 
- E .E .P. 
DEAR E.E.P. — Have you tried hair spray? It is 
great for this. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — One of my P et Peeves is with the 
packagers of luncheon m eat. At lunchtim e when m ost of us 
a re in a hurry to fix a quick sandwich, we have to struggle 
with that thin plastic strip that is all around each slice. One 
has to be very careful in removing this or else you will find 
yourself with a strip in your mouth. To me these strips of 
plastic are as disturbing as hair in food. — KAY. 
DEAR POLLY - I have had good luck removing ink from 
clothing by soaking the stained part in rubbing alcohol over­ 
night and then laundering as usual. (Test first). — HERMAN. 
DEAR POLLY - and Mrs. J .S., - I, too, have been using 
those picture hangers with adhesive backs for fifteen years 
and have had no trouble. I like to change my pictures often and 
do not like holes in the wall, so they answ er my purpose 
perfectly. When rem oving them I soak each square with a wet 
cloth and am sure the square is thoroughly soaked before even 
trying to rem ove it. This takes some tim e and patience but 
does work. Then the wall can be washed with w arm w ater and 
the paint is left intact. I learned this from instructions on the 
package so do try it, Mrs. J .S. for it works. — H.K.H. 
DEAR POLLY — You will be able to see and prevent the 
loss of croquet w ickets (hoops) in the grass if you wrap the top 
and sides with yellow plastic tape. 
Two or three old tires fastened against the end of the garage 
will prevent dam age to the car bumper and the wall should 
you drive in too,far. 
To prevent losing the key to a padlock that is not in use, slip 
the key on a key chain and the chain on the lock. — HANNA. 
DEAR POLLY — If you have trouble keeping em broidery 
floss from tangling, use a wide toothed comb such as you can 
buy in the dime store. They are great for holding those loose 
pieces. — KELLY. 
DEAR POLLY — I have an easy way to grease those 
vegetable or soup cans such as many of us use for baking 
various kinds of bread. I put a piece of plastic bread w rapper 
over the end of a pastry brush and hold it in place with a tw ist 
that comes on bread wrappers. There is no washing of the 
brush, and no danger of cutting one’s hand should there be a 
rough place along the cut rim of the can. — KATHRYN.
